OSWESTRY COULD soon have a new cinema 
in a move which people behind the project 
say would boost the economy. 

Blockbuster films could be brought to the town ahead of 
the creation of a supermarket and regeneration scheme 
with a proposed cinema, on the Smithfield Livestock site in 
Shrewsbury Road, which has been given outlining planning 
permission. 

Recent releases, a Saturday morning film club for young¬ 
sters and classics for older people are on the cards thanks to 
the ambitious plans by a local film screening company. 

KinoKulture has put in a bid to Shropshire Council’s 
Market Town Revitalisation funding programme and say 
their plans could be up and running within a fortnight of 
getting the money. 

The not-for-profit company has asked for £50,000 to buy 
digital equipment for the venture. 

Travel 

It is hoped that the cinema would be based in the Attfield 
Theatre, Bailey Head, but could also travel to other venues 
in the area including the town’s new leisure centre or the 
Whole Life Centre, in Cabin Lane. 

Ian Garland, technical director at the company, said it 
could stop people travelling to Wrexham or Shrewsbury - 
the two nearest cinemas - and help businesses and restau¬ 
rants see an increased footfall. 

He said: “We are hoping to get the films out on the day of 
release. There will be no waiting for 12 or 16 weeks to show 
a film. 

“We would love to do things such as midnight screenings 
of Harry Potter. It would be fun to do that. 

“The latest blockbusters such as Transformers, Rung Fu 
Panda 2, or Harry Potter - could be shown here. 

“It would also allow us to do alternative content like 
streaming things. Not that long ago Green Day had a con¬ 
cert that went out in cinemas and we are passionate to do 
things like that too. That is what we want to do. 

“We want to make the Attfield Theatre a cultural desti¬ 
nation but also take it out to surrounding areas of Oswes¬ 
try. 

“It is absolutely a no-brainer for the night-time economy. 
It will do a lot for the night-time economy and hopefully for 
the day time too.” 

Peter Lloyd, from town campaign group 0S21, said: “Peo¬ 
ple currently have to go to Wrexham and Shrewsbury for 
the cinema. If this bid is successful it could retain people in 
the town. It would benefit the local community they would 
spend money in Oswestry rather than go outside. 

“It is an excellent idea, even if there is another cinema in 
the town,” he added. 

Roll up for reading! 

YOUNGSTERS IN the Oswestry area have kept on read¬ 
ing throughout the holidays, with the Circus Stars project. 

Young readers have been picking up circus hologram 
cards from libraries, and winning prizes and certificates. 
The Bookstart Bearclub, launched at Oswestry Library, 
meant pre-schoolers didn’t miss out.

'worst 
in county 

OSWESTRY WAS this 
week named as one of the 
worst areas in the UK for 
broadband provision. 

The town was sixth in the 
top 10 of slowest broadband 
speed areas in the country in 
the survey by price compari¬ 
son and switching service 
uSwitch.com. Its average 
speed of just 1.81 Mb 
(megabytes) was nearly four 
times slower than the 
national average of 6.8Mb. 

The town with the fastest 
broadband was Leamington 
Spain Warwickshire at 18.86 
Mb. 

Oswestry was the only 
place in the county to feature 
in the top hundred worst 
areas and the news follows 
Tuesday’s announcement 
that Shropshire has been 
awarded just over £8 million 
to improve connections. 

The money will be shared 
between Shropshire Council 
and Telford & Wrekin Coun¬ 
cil under a deal announced by 
the Culture Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt. 

News that the Oswestry 
area is in the top 10 of “slow 
towns” came as no surprise 
to local computer expert 
Peter Stokes of Micro Plus 
Computers. 

But he said it was rural and 
not urban areas that were 
affected. 

“The town probably has an 
average broadband speed 
which is adequate for most 
people. However as soon as 
you get out into the rural 
areas, even the larger vil¬ 
lages, there are dreadful 
problems.”

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Bridge is 
closing 
for four 
weeks 

MOTORISTS going 
though a village near Oswes¬ 
try face diversions because 
of work to a river bridge - 
the latest in a programme of 
bridge strengthening and 
repair work taking place 
across Shropshire. 

Work to repair Pont Dun¬ 
can, which carries Croes- 
wylan Lane over the Morda 
Brook in Morda, is due to 
start on August 30 and is 
expected to last for up to 
four weeks. 

The work will involve 
underpinning and protect¬ 
ing the bridge’s supporting 
walls which have been dam¬ 
aged by water during recent 
floods that have hit Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Council engineers say 
that because the bridge is so 
narrow, they will have to 
close the bridge to traffic to 
allow the work to be carried 
out safely. It could be closed 
for up to a month. 

Access over the bridge for 
pedestrians and dismounted 
cyclists will remain through¬ 
out the roadworks. 

When the bridge is closed, 
traffic will be diverted via 
the B5069 road and the Tre- 
fonen Road. 

Councillor Simon Jones, 
Shropshire Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for transport, 
said: “We appreciate that 
this work may cause some 
inconvenience and every 
reasonable effort will be 
made to complete it as soon 
as possible.” 

Joyce Barrow, Shropshire 
councillor for St Oswald 
said: “Clearly this underpin¬ 
ning work needs to be done. ” 

The work is part of a series 
of bridge repairs and 
improvements in the 
county.

Race success as pair survive 
dogs, a fail, fog and storms

SADDLESORE MP Owen 
Paterson and his wife Rose 
have completed the world’s 
toughest horse race despite 
being set upon by a pack of 
dogs, surviving a fall and 
enduring searing tempera¬ 
tures and dramatic thunder¬ 
storms. 

The couple finished sixth and sev¬ 
enth in the 1,000 kilometre race across 
the Mongolian Steppe - two of only 15 
of the 23 race starters who crossed the 
line. 

Exhausted 

However they now have to wait to 
see if any penalties push them lower in 
the field. 

Speaking from Mongolia, an 
exhausted Mr Paterson said the horse 
race was far tougher than he ever could 
have imagined. 

He said he and his wife kept going 
day after day with “Churchillian forti¬ 


tude” and not wanting to let people 
down. 

“We managed to finish in nine days 
rather than ten but it was far tougher 
than we every imagined. 

“People had to give up because of 
broken ribs and a broken shoulder. 
One had a thumb amputated and oth¬ 
ers had exhaustion or stomach bugs,” 
he said. 

“Rose was incredible. She was 
bucked from her horse one day but 
luckily a nomad chased and caught the 
animal. Another time her horse caught 
a hoof in a marmot hole and she had 
quite a bad fall.” 

He said the most frightening time 
was when a pack of dogs, guarding a 
nomad’s tent, attacked them. 

Despite the ordeals, which also 
included riding for hours in tempera¬ 
tures or more than 35 degrees, travel¬ 
ling through violent thunderstorms 
and freezing fog, the couple say they 
are glad they completed the race. 

“The scenery was outstanding and 


we saw some amazing wildlife, includ¬ 
ing golden eagles, vultures, gazelles 
and camels. 

“We have also already raised £50,000 
for three excellent charities and would 
really like to raise more. When things 
were tough I would think about those 
charities - think about the patients at 
the orthopaedic hospital and what they 
have to endure, and we just didn’t want 
to let people down.”

“We will be offering 
learndirect in Shrewsbury, 
Telford, Wrexham and 
Newtown and people can 
also do courses at home.” 

Andrew Tyley, college 
principal, said he had bat¬ 
tled to save the service 
which helps hundreds of 
learners and employs three 
staff. 

“It is just disappointing,” 
he said. “The learners will 
miss out. It is very difficult 
to see the facility coming 
back to Oswestry.”

Men's fashion store to 
quit town next month 


MEN’S FASHION chain Burton is to close its 
Oswestry store. Staff at the Cross Street store 
have confirmed it will shut its doors on Sep¬ 
tember 17. 

But the shop’s parent company, Arcadia, has not yet 
revealed how many jobs will be lost. 

The latest closure for the town comes after leisure spe¬ 
cialist Salopian Sports shut its Oswestry branch this month 
after more than a decade in the town. And the future of 
another of the town’s fashion shops, Ethel Austin, remains 
unknown. 

Although its stores in Shrewsbury and Wellington have 
closed, Oswestry’s Ethel Austin is expected to stay open as 
Life and Style Retail. 

Blow 

But manager Lynn Hughes said there had been no new 
deliveries recently and staff who had left were not being 
replaced. 

Martin Anderson, chairman of the town’s Chamber of 
Commerce, said the news of Burton’s closure was a blow to 
the town but pledged to work to bring new businesses into 
Oswestry. 

He said it was very disappointing to hear of the plight of 
both Burton and Ethel Austin, whose future was still in 
doubt. 

Mr Anderson said he would work with the chamber to try 
and bring new businesses to the town. 

He said: “This reflects the national economic picture and 
shows the pressure that the high street is under. 

“Locally, it’s very sad as jobs will be lost, there will be 
more empty shops and some people may choose to shop out¬ 
side of Oswestry. 

“The chamber will work in partnership with others to 
ensure that businesses in Oswestry continue to thrive and 
that new ones are encouraged to open.” 

The chamber is already organising a raft of initiatives to 
encourage shoppers to visit the town, including Take to the 
Street. 

Meanwhile, the town’s branch of women’s fashion chain 
Dorothy Perkins, in Cross Street, also part of the Arcadia 
Group, is still trading but has closed its upstairs department 
in recent months. 

“We are not allowed to make any comment. We have been 
told to say nothing,” a member of staff said when asked 
about the branch’s future. 

Two branches of Dorothy Perkins in Telford have closed 
recently.

Couple celebrate 60th anniversary! 


Boss spared 
drive ban to 
protect firm 

THE “FACE” OF one of Welshpool’s biggest 
employers caught driving using a hand-held 
mobile phone has been spared a driving ban 
to save the company from any future difficul¬ 
ties. 

Michael Dennis Miles, a director at Technocover, in Hen- 
faes Lane, said a disqualification would have a detrimental 
effect on the manufacturing company’s future. 

The 54-year-old from Doncaster, South Yorkshire, admit¬ 
ted using a hand-held phone when he appeared at Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, told the court how Miles 
already had nine points on his licence when he was caught 
using his phone in his BMW on the A483 road in Welshpool 
last December, 

While sentencing, chairman of the magistrates, Jean 
Gethin Jones, told Miles that she was “not impressed” by 
his behaviour. However she agreed not to ban him under 
the totting up procedure after finding reasons for “excep¬ 
tional hardship”. 

Hardship 

“We find exceptional hardship on the basis that it would 
be caused to the company and its employees, “ she said. 

“You will now be forced to drive with 12-points on your 
licence but you will not be disqualified.” 

Miles was fined £500, ordered to pay £50 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge., 

Giving evidence, Miles described himself as being the 
“face” of Technocover. 

“I have 10 years experience with the company and I’m 
currently acting as managing director, ” he said. 

He added that he drove thousands of miles every week 
and made regular trips to Ireland and France, where he 
relied heavily on a car. 

“A lot of the places I have to visit are very remote,” he 
said. 

“The company is also approaching its busiest time of the 
year when we negotiate contracts and my role deals with 
about 70 per cent of those contracts. 

“There is no-one that can just step in and do my job and 
it would result in future difficulties within the company. 

“We’ve already had to make 19 posts redundant and close 
our Oswestry site and I’m responsible for the business’ 
three-year recovery plan. I would have to leave the company 
if I lost my licence and I’m not sure where that would leave 
Technocover,” he added.

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MR backs 
police but 
gives riot 
warning 

PEOPLE IN THE Welsh¬ 
pool area should not be 
blaming last week’s riots on 
“English gang culture” and 
be wary of the growing men¬ 
ace closer to home, accord¬ 
ing to MP Glyn Davies.

Conman obtained cash by 
telling tales of dead child 


A CONMAN tricked 
dozens of businesses 
into parting with cash 
by telling bosses that 
he was taking part in 
a charity run organ¬ 
ised in memory of his 
dead child, a court 
has heard. 

Owen Fox Roswell, also 
known as Nicholas Slo- 
combe, targeted shops in 
Ellesmere, Oswestry and 
Leominster with the scam. 

Shrewsbury Magistrates’ 
Court heard he told business 
owners and staff he was tak¬ 
ing part in a charity run to 
raise cash for a childhood 
leukaemia charity close to 
his heart following the death 
of his child. 

Leukaemia 

Some of the people he 
conned were told he had lost 
his son, while others heard 
his daughter had died. 

Prosecutor Kate Price 
said that he had gone even 
further on one occasion 
when he visited Nicholas 
Craddock Estate Agents, in 
Leominster. 

“This time, he said it was 
six-year-old twins with 
leukaemia,” she said. 

“He said one had been 
involved in a hit-and-run 
accident and due to his 
chemotherapy treatment 
had been left to die.” 

The court heard Roswell, 
of Newent Close, Shrews¬ 
bury, obtained cash and 
cheques between £5 and £30 
from the fraud. 

The 28-year-old admitted 
28 fraud charges in court 



and was remanded in cus¬ 
tody to be sentenced at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

He had been charged with 
18 offences in Leominster, 
four in Ellesmere, five in 
Oswestry and one in 
Staffordshire. 

As part of the fraud, 
Roswell also claimed that he 
worked for local newspapers 
and would be able to get 
them free advertising if they 
were willing to sponsor his 
efforts in the charity run.

He would check into the 
properties under the alias 
Aaron Renfrey and stay for a 
number of nights before 
leaving without settling the 
bill, the court was told.

Landlords' relief as action 
over CHB proves effective 


OSWESTRY PUBLICANS believe a campaign to rid the streets of the 
potentially fatal drug GHB has helped lower the number of users in 
the town. 

Oswestry has been marked as a hotspot for the class C drug and so members of the 
Oswestry Pubwatch scheme were issued with special tester kits to help combat the prob¬ 
lem. The drug GHB is a clear liquid which can be hard to detect in drinks because it looks 
like water and has no smell. The kits use a litmus paper which can identify the liquid.

Diamond day for draw winner 


Stark warning 
over drug after 
inquest verdict 

A CORONER has warned anyone 
considering taking the illegal drug 
GHB of its dangers after he recorded a 
verdict of accidental death at an 
inquest on an Oswestry father who 
died from an overdose. 

Mr John Ellery, coroner for Mid and 
North West Shropshire, said anyone think¬ 
ing of taking the class C drug should think 
again at a hearing on a 43-year-old Oswestry 
man John Pierce. 

The inquest in Wem heard Mr Pierce died 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital on March 
25 and high levels of GHB were found in his 
blood. 

Witness John Higham said Mr Pierce col¬ 
lapsed outside his home in Crestwood Court, 
Oswestry, where he had been staying. 

He said: “He had a small water bottle with 
him and kept drinking from it. I thought it 
was water, not GHB. He had been taking 
GHB for years.” 

Mr Ellery said: “GHB has been abused in 
the last 10 to 15 years and its effects can 
cause respiratory failure. 

“Mr Pierce’s death is part of a wider prob¬ 
lem in Oswestry in particular. I urge anyone 
considering taking GHB not to do so.” 

He added the cause of death was fatal 
GHB toxicity. 


Around 20 to 25 kits were handed out to 
landlords to be used if they were suspicious 
someone may be carrying or using the illegal 
liquid. If the test proves positive then the 
drug will be taken off them and handed to 
the police. 

Today Frank Francis, chairman of Oswes¬ 
try Pubwatch, revealed they have not had to 
use any of the kits on people in the town to 
date. He said the kits were a message to the 
public that the drug would not be tolerated 
in Oswestry. He said: “We haven’t used the 
tester kits so far. 

Checked 

“The main point and reason of having 
them was to highlight that GHB won’t be 
tolerated and that any suspicious liquids 
would be checked. There hasn’t been so 
many people having it within the pubs and 
clubs. It is a relief.” 

Mr Francis said the police, Shropshire 
Council, Pubwatch and other parties had all 
worked hard to put out a clear message that 
they were against the drug. He said: “It is a 
situation where we will always be looking at 
GHB because it is still around but the pubs 
have put up a wall against it. 

“The council also really helped to control 
and stop a problem from becoming worse. 

“It is good news for the people in Oswes¬ 
try and shows if the community work 
together we can tackle a big problem.” 

Shropshire Council still plan to carry out 
a poster campaign against the use of drugs. 

Kate Garner, from Shropshire Council 
said: “Reports tell us usage and manufac¬ 
turing of the drug has reduced but it has def¬ 
initely not been solved completely.” 

Shropshire Councillor Martin Bennett 
said: “I think it is a step in the right direc¬ 
tion. The partnership action has made a dif¬ 
ference.” 


AN OSWESTRY jeweller has created a 
unique £2,400 diamond pendant which is to 
be donated as a charity raffle prize. 

The handmade white gold pendant has 
been made by Ken Kapal, of KMK Fine Jew¬ 
ellery, in the hope it will help raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for Hope House Children’s 
Hospice.

This is the third year the raffle has taken 
place but Mr Kapal said he had designed this 
year’s pendant to be completely unique. 

He has spent 25 hours crafting the piece 


which carries 37 diamonds. He hopes it will 
help raise more than £20,000 for the charity. 

Mr Kapal said: “I have been creating the 
snowflakes because I thought it would be 
something nice to do for the charity. 

“It took a couple of months to think about 
the design. I decided to make it three dimen¬ 
sional and it is worth £2,400. 

“It was exciting for me to make another 
one. It is fun to be able to do something like 
this and generate some income for the char¬ 
ity.” He said he hoped the raffle would raise 
thousands of pounds.

Estate agent brings new hope 


WHILE ALL around us there is doom and gloom about 
property markets, the people of Oswestry were surprised to 
see a new estate agent opening in the town centre this week. 

Don’t tell the directors of Richmond Harvey Properties 
that the housing market is on its backside - they’re having 
none of it and have arrived with a plush new office right in 
the centre of The Cross. 

The company also has offices in Welshpool and, despite 
the obvious downturn in sales across the country, the direc¬ 
tors are confident that they can grow the business in Oswes¬ 
try. 

Their confidence is reflected in the fact that residential 
property prices in the UK the three months from May to 
July were 0.5 per cent higher than in the previous three 
months. 

It is the first increase in this measure since May 2010, 
when prices were up 0.1 per cent and means that the aver¬ 
age UK house price in July was marginally higher, 0.7 per 
cent, than in December 2010 on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
at £163,981. 

On an annual basis, prices are still lower but the gap is 
reducing. Average prices in July were 2.6 per cent lower as 
measured by the average for the three months to July 
against the same period a year earlier. This was the second 
successive improvement in the annual rate from a low of 4.2 
per cent in May. But overall there is little change in the 
housing activity trend and we all hope the guys at Richmond 
Harvey have got their figures right.

OSWESTRY mixed martial 
artist Rich Cosgrove has 
been making massive strides 
as a fighter over the past few 
months. 


But the 28-year-old’s real achieve¬ 
ment is the work he does running Elite 
Martial Arts in Oak Street. 

The club was set up in April 2007, 
using the facilities at the Eastern 
Oswestry Community Centre for three 
years before upgrading to its current 
location. 

Mixed martial arts is growing as a 
sport and Rich’s own fighting career is 
flourishing. In July he won the Ama¬ 
teur Mixed Martial Arts competition in 
Wolverhampton, beating Jamie Wal¬ 
sall who was tipped as the sport’s next 
big thing. 

When asked about turning profes¬ 
sional, Rich said: “That’s the next 
thing on the agenda. I’ve been talking 
with my coach and trying to sort out 
which shows to do in the next two or 
three months.” 

He was quick to add that this would¬ 
n’t hinder the club. “It won’t affect the 
classes. I don’t run it as a business, I do 
it because I enjoy it. 

“Obviously I have my own commit¬ 
ments and want to become the best 
fighter I can but I also want to get one 
of my young hopefuls into the UFC. 
I’ve got a few young lads that are really 
bright prospects.” 

The UFC stands for the Ultimate 
Fighting Championship, the pinnacle 
of mixed martial arts. Rich was realis¬ 
tic about his chances of reaching the 
competition. “You never know what’s 
going to happen but you need a bit of 
luck to get into those kind of things.” 

Even if that does happen, he won’t 
forget about Oswestry and is full of 
enthusiasm for the town. “It’s been 
really successful. I could have opened 
somewhere else where it’s busier but I

wouldn’t have got the quality. I went to 
school in Baschurch so I wanted to keep 
it local and support the town.” 

One of the reasons for Rich choosing 
Oswestry was the lack of activity. 
“When I first set up there was nothing 
here. The town needed something new 
and modern to give the youth what 
they want and with the great local sup- 
ort I would like to think we have 
elped with that.” 

Charity 

The fighter makes sure the club gives 
something back to the community and 
he tries to raise money for charity at 
least once a year. 

Although he is the head coach, Rich is 
keen to emphasise the team ethos of the 
club. “Everybody gets involved. The 
kids have been brilliant and are absolute 
role models. When they reach a goal or 
win something and I see how happy they 
are it makes it all worthwhile.” 

The motivation to better his skills 
has taken him to Thailand and Las 
Vegas to train and he is looking to 
travel to Brazil or Japan this year. He 
describes this as “very hard but thor¬ 
oughly enjoyable. It means I can bring 
the best quality and different cultures 
back to my club. It benefits myself but 
by teaching it, benefits the classes as 
well.” 


He has been rewarded for his efforts, 
winning the Oswestry Coach of the 
Year Award in 2010. But, again, he just 
sees himself as one of the group. “When 
we are practising, I will do the drills 
with everyone else. It’s just one big 
team.” 

With the help of five or six coaches, 
the club can teach sports including 
Brazilian Ju-Jitsu and Thai kick-box¬ 
ing, which is becoming popular. It has 
classes seven days a week, with classes 
for ladies and some for juniors aged 
between six and 13. 

The club has members from Welsh- 
ool, Newtown, Wrexham and Shrews- 
ury and with over 80 members and 
many more who turn up to train, Rich 
is eager to show the broad spectrum of 
the team. “It’s not just kids. There’s a 
guy named Geoff Moore who is still 
ractising Martial Arts in his 50s. It’s 
rilliant and he won the Oswestry vet¬ 
eran sports award. ” 

It is clear to see that Rich is unselfish 
and Elite Martial Arts already sounds 
like a success story, but Rich has tri¬ 
umphed over adversity to get where he 
is and has some advice. “I’m dyslexic 
and I left school with no GCSEs so to be 
running a club like this is a big thing for 
me. I found something that I really 
enjoy so it shows if you try hard, there 
is always something there for you. ”

THE SUMMER may 
have been blustery and wet 
at times, but one mother 
and daughter have found 
enough sunshine at their 
home to grow an enormous 
sunflower.

New name 
put on war 
memorial

A NEW NAME has been added to Welshpool’s 
War Memorial, in memory of a woman who 
died 93 years ago in the First World War. 

Lizzie Dora Stephens, who was born in Welshpool, died 
on April 24,1918, aged just 23, while serving as a civilian in 
the Queen Mary’s Army Auxiliary Corps. 

Up until now she has not been recognized on any memo¬ 
rial. But thanks to Clive Blakeway from the Shropshire War 
Memorials Association, her roots were traced back to 
Welshpool and her name has now been added to the town’s 
memorial. 

Mr Blakeway, from Sambrook, said: “I saw an advert in 
the paper by Welshpool Town Council asking for people to 
come forward if they knew of anyone that should be listed 
on the town’s war memorial. 

“At the time I was looking through a list of females who 
had died in the First World War and who hadn’t been listed 
anywhere. I came across the name Lizzie Dora Stephens 
and did a census check and found out she was born in Water¬ 
loo Place in Welshpool.” 

He said that Lizzie had been buried in Aldershot Military 
Cemetery. 

“Lots of people were killed but what people often forget is 
that many thousands of people died from illness and I 
believe this is what happened to Lizzie,” he added. 

“I’m very pleased that Welshpool Town Council have 
been so good as to put her name on the town’s war memor¬ 
ial. ”

was pleased that the name had been added.

Court again for 
noman who stole 
identity of baby 


A CONVICTED con 
woman who received 
a suspended prison 
sentence last year for 
fraud, using the iden¬ 
tity of a baby who 
died in the 1950s, has 
admitted a string of 
other offences. 

Georgina Sharon Murphy, 
53, was warned that she 
faced a prison sentence after 
pleading guilty to applying 
for a passport in the name of 
Gail Jones, a baby born to a 
Buckley couple back in 1957, 
but who sadly died within a 
few hours. 

Trust 

She applied for the pass¬ 
port in 2007 and within 
weeks she used it to obtain a 
£169,000 mortgage to enable 
her to buy a house at Lake- 
holme Gardens in Oswestry, 
in the name of Gail Jones. 

Murphy, who said at Mold 
Crown Court that her name 
was Georgine, now of Pen y 
Waun in Chirk, also admit¬ 
ted fraud while in a position 
of trust over a deceased 
aunt’s estate. 

She admitted that 
between February 2008 and 
August 2010, when she was 
expected to act in the best 
interests of four named ben¬ 
eficiaries of the late Sheila 
Mary Hand, she abused that 
position intending to make a

gain for herself. The charge 
she admitted said that she 
failed to notify beneficiaries 
of their entitlement, failed 
to wind up the estate and 
withdrew assets for herself 
and for others who were not 
beneficiaries. 

It also said that she sought 
appropriation of Mrs Hand’s 
property at Offa, Lodge Vale 
Park in Chirk, as part of her 
own entitlement, intending 
to make a gain for herself. 

Between August 2008 and 
September 2008 she applied 
for a Halifax credit card in 
the name of her late aunt, 
and spent a total of £1,900. 

In addition, the defendant 
admitted six benefit fraud 
allegations. 

It is alleged that in Febru¬ 


ary 2008 she failed to declare 
that she had capital from the 
estate of Miss Sheila Hand 
which would have affected 
her entitlement to housing 
and council tax benefit. 

And she faced five counts 
of furnishing false represen¬ 
tation to obtain benefits. 

The case was not opened 
by prosecuting barrister 
Karl Sholtz today. 

But Judge Merfyn Hughes 
QC warned her that she 
faced prison. 

He adjourned sentence 
until September for a pre¬ 
sentence report. 

“You will be bailed until 
the next hearing but you 
must understand that you 
now face a custodial sen¬ 
tence,” he told her. 

• In June of last year 
Murphy was given a nine 
month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, and 
she was placed on supervi¬ 
sion for a year, after she 
admitted nine offences of 
false accounting and fraud 
over false benefit claims 
using the same dead baby’s 
identity. 

The claims were false 
from the start, they went on 
for about three years from 
2006 to 2009 and she 
obtained about £7,450. 

Murphy was said to be suf¬ 
fering from a complex web of 
mental health difficulties 
brought about by years of 
abuse as a child.

Talks aim 
to extend 
riverside 
walk idea 


AN AMBITIOUS project 
to revitalise Llanfyllin town 
centre could be expanded as 
so many people are visiting 
the area.

The project is aimed at 
making Llanfyllin more 
attractive to tourists and to 
encourage them to spend 
money in the town. 

It has been led by the town 
council with support from 
Llanfyllin Civic Society and 
the Young Farmers, Cain 
Valley River Group, Keep 
Wales Tidy, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Wildlife Trust 
and Llanfyllin Chamber of 
Commerce.

THE maintenance team 
are enjoying a well- 
earned break. Not by hav¬ 
ing a quick fag and a read 
of the paper, but by lying 
on their backs in dirt and 
rubbing themselves 
briskly up against a 
stump. 

Ah, the good life. Well it is for 
this lot - a small “herd” of pigs 
kept by Llwyn Road resident 
Haydn Parry to keep his garden 
foliage down and to provide a spot 
of sustainable living. 

“ They are just doing the last bit 
of clearing,” says Haydn. “It’s the 
‘maintenance team’ and they’ve 
done a grand job. 

“The garden was this high,” he 
continues, raising his hand as 
high as he can reach, “and I 
bought two pigs initially - called 
Spot and Spotty - to see it off, and 
they did a great job.” 

The herd grew to six and is now 
down to four. These, after all, are 
boars built for purpose. When the 
inevitable time came, one, says 
Haydn, was given to friends as a 
wedding present. 

“For a hog roast,” he explains. 

The good life living extends to 
several dozen chickens and a bur¬ 
geoning vegetable plot, which 
sees Haydn through the seasons. 

Such a menagerie makes for 
quite a sight for passers-by who 
double-take when they see the 
boars wandering around Haydn’s 
front garden. 

Clearly an animal man, he is 
also a falconer and is currently 
training up his new puppy, a 
Clumber Spaniel, for the role of a

hawking dog. He also has a couple 
of new ferrets. 

The house, which is the oldest 
in the street at several hundreds 
of years old, belonged to his 
father who is now in care. 

“Mum and dad moved here 
when I was born, 47 years ago in 
October,” says Haydn. “At one 
point there was nothing between 
this house and where the Aldi in 
town is now - just fields.” 

I hop over the fence (“watch 
out for the electricity!”) and land 
safely on the street - where, 
appropriately, highways officer 


Claire Wilson is inspecting the 
quality of the pavements. They 
look okay to me. Nice and even for 
landing on. 

“Because I live in Oswestry 
they ask me do to do the footways 
inspections once a month for 
Shropshire Council,” Claire 
explains, clip-board in hand. 

On the corner, at the opposite 
end of the street, is the Co-op - a 
busy little cornershop and a com¬ 
munity natter centre, where folk 
come for bits and bobs topped and 
chat.

Veronica Jones, who perusing 
the chocolate section, selects a 
box of Terry’s All Gold and some 
Roses. Nice night in tonight? 

“They are for my granddaugh¬ 
ters’ birthdays -1 hope they like 
them!” says Mrs Jones. 

Veronica, who lives in the shel¬ 
tered housing in Llwyn Road, is 
happy to stop and pass the time 
of day. 

“I’ve lived here for 10 years 
and life is good here, ” she says. “I 
am pleased that I feel as well as I 
do because I’m 80 in September, 
you know,” she says. 

I’m pointed in the direction of 
a disc jockey by the name of 
Terry, whom, according to 
Google, provides party sound¬ 
tracks for everyone from chil¬ 
dren to grandparents. Whatever 
the function, “Terry has got it 
covered” says his website. 

I knock on his door. No answer.

I presume he’s out doing a disco, 
so I do a silent dance on his 
doorstep and leave. 

Dog walkers pass by all day, 
taking Spot to the hill fort and 
recreation area at the top of the 
road.

“For sale - carry cot, car seat, 
high chair.” I recognise it as the 
work of a parent whose todder is 
blessedly out of the early-years 
stage. For information about the 
items, ring or knock. So I knock. 

Mum Victoria Orritt and her 
three-year-old daughter Anya 
Smedly are watching the telly. 

“I’m selling off a few bits - we 
are not ready for another one 
(child) so we are selling things to 
make room for other things - toys 
probably! ’’Victoria has lived here 
for two years and enjoys the 
sense of community.

Warning 
over fire 
danger of 
chimneys 

OSWESTRY householders 
with chimneys must have 
them swept to avert a blaze, 
community fire safety offi¬ 
cers from Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service have 
warned. 

Last year fires from chim¬ 
neys were on the increase as 
people used unseasoned 
wood causing sap to stick to 
the chimney sides and set on 
fire. 

“I would appeal to anyone 
who uses open fires or wood 
burners to ensure your 
chimney is swept at least 
twice a year. 

“Birds may have used 
your chimney to nest in over 
the summer months and the 
remains can and do catch 
fire,” Rabinder Dhami, 
team leader at Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue’s commu¬ 
nity fire safety department, 
said. 

In 2010/11 there were a 
total of 189 chimney fires 
throughout the county and 
statistics show this could 
increase this year unless 
home owners take action. 

“Having a chimney fire 
can cause serious damage to 
your property and could 
possibly result in injury or 
even death. 

“Fire officers encourage 
every home to install a 
potentially life-saving 
smoke alarm, which will 
alert residents should a fire 
start in their home before it 
takes hold,” Mr Dhami said.

Council boss 
set for huge 
pay increase 

CABINET MEMBERS of Powys County Council 
look set for another pay increase next year - and 
the councillors won’t get a say in the matter. 

Having restructured the council and introduced a new 
cabinet system, which it is claimed saved the authority 
money, new proposals are now on the table from an inde¬ 
pendent Government appointed panel. 

The proposals want to rebrand the councillors’ 
allowances as “salaries”, leading to a huge hike in pay. 

And while Powys County Council has stressed that it has 
not requested the increase, it could be put in place following 
next May’s local government election. 

The leader, along with fellow members of the cabinet, 
voted for a 40 per cent increase in their allowances at the 
end of April, due to increased responsibilities. 

The Independent Remuneration Panel for Wales has rec¬ 
ommended wage increases for county councillors across 
Wales, and would see the panel dictate allowances. 

John Evans, spokesman for Powys County Council said: 
“If approved, the proposals would see payment levels set by 
the independent panel for the first time ever. The move is 
designed to reduce costs across Wales.” 

At present, Powys does not pay the maximum rate of 
members’ allowances, therefore would see payments to 
executive members increase, Mr Evans added. 

If the proposals are adopted, Powys will be forced to 
increase both the basic allowance and rates for members 
with special responsibilities, said cabinet member Council¬ 
lor Kath Roberts-Jones. “The timing is unfortunate and 
forcing some councils to increase payments during the cur¬ 
rent climate sends out the wrong message,” she said. 

County councillor David Jones said: “I cannot believe 
that Powys County Council will not have any say in the mat¬ 
ter. I was quite incensed when I read this.” 

It is understood that the leader will receive £47,500, an 
increase of more than £16,000 from the last financial year.

No traffic will be able to cross the Platt Mill Bridge, which 
carries the B4397 Baschurch to Ruyton-XI-Towns road over 
the River Perry. Locally owned cars and other light vehicles 
will be able to use a one-way route around local lanes. 

But through traffic and larger vehicles will be diverted via 
Shotatton Crossroads, Whittington, Ellesmere and Burl- 
ton, a journey of about 30 miles. 

One farmer who has land on both sides of the bridge says 
it will make life horrendous. 

Shropshire Council says the closure is needed for essen¬ 
tial repairs to be carried out to the bridge. 

Horrendous 

Traffic has been restricted to single file only under traffic 
light control since January 2011 when its north-western 
wing wall was found to be leaning heavily. 

John and Linda Hamlett farm at The Marches, close to 
the bridge. Mrs Hamlett said: “It is going to be horrendous. 
“John has fields both sides of the bridge and is a contractor. 
He is going to face long diversions to get to the land along 
lanes that are really narrow. We asked the council to do 24- 
hour working to get the work done more quickly but this 
was apparently not possible.” 

Access over the bridge for pedestrians and dismounted 
cyclists will remain available throughout the work. 

Councillor Simon Jones, Shropshire Council cabinet 
member, said that provided the weather was good, the clo¬ 
sure period was only expected to last for a fortnight. 

“The closure period has been carefully chosen to avoid 
impacting on school traffic and the summer harvest sea¬ 
son,” he said. 

“Although it is appreciated that the closure of the bridge 
will cause inconvenience, every reasonable effort will be 
made to reopen it as soon as possible.” 

Estate sale protest

ities taking over the Lake Vyrnwy estate is to take a peti¬ 
tion to the Welsh Assembly. 

The group says it is delighted that Welsh Assembly mem¬ 
ber Lord Dafydd Elis Thomas has called for an inquiry into 
the sale of the land by Severn Trent. 

Now members are planning to travel to the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly headquarters in Cardiff to hand over their petition 
which objects to the way the sale is being handled.

WHEN MOST people are 
thinking about shutting up 
shop for the night and going 
home for the evening one 
Oswestry woman’s work has 
only just begun. 

Come rain or shine, no matter 
the time of year, every Monday 
Julia Palmer wants to be out on 
the streets helping those less for¬ 
tunate than herself. 

Armed with hot tea and a selection 
of biscuits the 30 year old arrives in 
the town’s Festival Square ready 
with a listening ear. 

She also carries with her informa¬ 
tion to help lead the town’s homeless 
or in need to services set up to help. 

Encourages 

The help she gives is as part of 
Company on The Streets which is a 
voluntary organisation she set up 
with members of Churches Together 
Oswestry and District (CTOD). 

It was created in 2008 in the light of 
a Christian initiative called Hope 08, 
which encourages people to get out 
into their communities and offer a 
helping hand. 

Now three years later she is still on 
the streets offering help to those in 
need of shelter, food and drink or just 
some company. 

She said: “Over the past three years 



I have met with many people from a 
variety of backgrounds and have 
been privileged to support a number 
of homeless people, providing them 
with food and drink. 

“We go out at 6pm and stay out 
until around 10pm or 11pm. We are 
there for anyone who passes by. 

“Once we met a chap who was 
sleeping rough and all he wanted was 
a rucksack to carry his things in. So 
we got him that and also a new sleep¬ 
ing bag. 

“Going out on a Monday night 
brings it home to you just how easy it 
is to be in their situation and it could 
happen to us. 

“It is easy to judge, but it could be 
me or you. 

“These are people that God loves 
and they should not be judged. 

“We go out on a Monday to show 
God’s love to them in a practical way. 

“We are just out there and if people 
want help we help, or if they want us 
to pray for them we will.” 


Mrs Palmer works at Gobowen’s 
Orthopaedic Hospital during the 
week and offers up her own free time 
for Company in The Streets. 

She said that setting up the ven¬ 
ture has been a learning curve. 

“It was a little scary the first night 
I went out, “ she said. “It was in Jan¬ 
uary and it was cold and dark. 

“But it is very humbling doing it 
and when you go out you don’t know 
who you might meet and who you can 
help.” 

Mrs Palmer said when she cares for 
the people she meets on the street 
and likes to try and help them out as 
much as she can. But sometimes she 
can’t sort everything. 

Caring 

She said: “We want to fix it for peo¬ 
ple but sometimes you can’t fix it.” 

Mrs Palmer moved to Oswestry 
eight years ago after marrying her 
husband who lives in the town. 

She said she loves Oswestry and 
cares about others there too. 

“I like caring for people and getting 
involved,” she said. 

She would love to be part of Com¬ 
pany on The Streets for many years to 
come and encourages others to get 
involved too. 

All are welcome to go along to Fes¬ 
tival Square on a Monday night from 
6pm to help out.

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When town went from DC to AC 


AND NOW for some current affairs... electricity 
current, that is, and travelling back many decades. 

This photo captures a bit of Oswestry history when the whole 
town was changed from DC current to AC current, which is what 
we have today. If you've forgotten your school lessons, DC is direct 


current, and AC is alternating 
current. 

The photo comes from Mrs 
Sylvia Thomas, who lives near 
Oswestry. 

“It was taken outside Christ 
Church, Oswestry, in the mid- 
1980s, ” she says. 

“That’s my father’s gang, 
and they are probably on their 
break. They were digging up 
the road to replace the cables, 
changing them from DC to AC. 
His name was Alfred Davies — 
he went as Alf. He was an elec¬ 
trician and the foreman of all 
these men.” 

Lights 

Alf is standing with his hands 
in his pockets, with his back 
against the cable on the big 
drum. “Apart from my father, 
there are two other men that 
my father used to mention, 
whose names were Tincello and 
Kendrick.” 

Mrs Thomas says the work 
was being done for Calenders 
Cables. “At the same time they 
put in the first set of traffic 
lights in Oswestry. They were 
at Church Street and Upper 
Brook Street.” 

At the time of the photo her

late father would have been liv¬ 
ing in Whittington and Mrs 
Thomas doesn’t think that his 
own house would have had elec¬ 
tricity. This would have been 
entirely usual — some rural 
parts of Shropshire were still 
without electricity into the 
1950s. 

“I did not know about this 
picture for many years. I had 
not really spoken to my father 
about it. You have these pic¬ 
tures, don’t you, and you look 
through them when people pass 
on. 

“I thought it would be inter¬ 
esting as part of the history of 
Oswestry. They used shovels 
and spades. They did not have 
any JCBs. There’s quite a big 
gang of them and they did the 
work manually. It was all dug 
by hand.” 

If anybody else can identify 
any of these men who made 
such a profound difference to 
the infrastructure of Oswestry 
all those years ago, or can tell us 
a bit about the operation itself 
and how and why it was done, 
then feel free to drop us a line.

HERE’S one for all you bur¬ 
geoning birders out there. 
What would you say is the 
commonest medium-sized 
bird in Shrewsbury? 

The answer would probably be the 
wood pigeon and I scarcely need to go 
into much detail about them here; 
they’re everywhere and can be seen as 
a real pest at this time of the year. 
Woodpigeons are certainly remarkable 
creatures but the sight of a healthy pair 
of them sitting on the garden fence is 
hardly cause for celebration. They are 
obvious, instantly recognisable and 
one may say, monotonous. 

But can you tell me the bird that 
closely resembles the wood pigeon, is 
similar in both colour, size (although a 
little smaller) and appearance; is by no 
means as common as its plumper 
cousin; is listed on the amber list for 
concern; has a petite, pretty face with 
charming black eyes and nests in rab¬ 
bit burrows? 

The answer is the stock dove. Easily 
disregarded as a large feral rock dove or 
a small woodpigeon, they are often 
overlooked, but they are super little 
birds with none of the humdrum messi¬ 
ness of the feral species nor the bulbous 
arrogance of the ‘woodie’. 

[ have a special affection for them 
because I’ve always favoured the 
underdog and I found it especially 
delightful and surprising that I had 
been glimpsing and dismissing woodpi¬ 
geons for years whilst, in the process, 
certainly passing by many an amiable

stock dove. They are also an attractive 
bird because they are the only member 
of the pigeon family likely to use a nest 
box in your garden. 

Because they are a hole nester, they 
will occasionally nest in rabbit holes, 
and in fact old East Anglian hunters 
would place crossed-sticks over the 
holes so the parents could continue to 
feed the chicks while preventing them 
from leaving the nest, enabling the 
youngsters to be taken later for the 
pot. 

I don’t see stock doves much any¬ 
more, but they are around. My last 
sighting was a month or so ago and was 
made all the more memorable because 
as I watched a pair sit high up on a dead 


tree, they were briefly joined by the 
ghostly presence of a barn owl. The two 
doves seemed to conclude that discre¬ 
tion was the better part of valour and 
left the owl to his or her business. Won¬ 
derful as though the barn owl was, it 
didn’t need to be present to ensure an 
unforgettable moment for me. 

So if you see a pigeon on your fence, 
have a closer look. If it lacks a white 
collar and white wing bars, say hello to 
your friendly neighbourhood stock 
dove and let me know, I’d be interested 
to hear from you.

But as a two seater there is more than 
enough space in the superbly appointed cabin, 
where there’s plenty of electric seat adjustment 
to help you get comfortable. 

The stylish dashboard looks great and for a 


sports car visibility is surprisingly good with 
the roof down. And the car passed the golf club 
test thanks to a spacious boot. 

Leather seats, satellite-navigation, an in¬ 
dash, six-CD changer, keyless starting, 10-way 
electrically adjustable heated seats, Bluetooth 
phone connectivity, dual-zone climate control, 
an active cruise control that helps prevent 
nose-to-tail shunts and stability control are 
standard, and the canvas hood folds electrically 
in just 18 seconds. 

Externally the car oozes class and if you’re 
looking to attract attention this is the one for 
you. Red brake callipers are striking and the 
XKR aerodynamic pack give the car a revised 


front splitter and large rear spoiler. In the 
cabin you get a heated leather steering wheel, 
handy when showing off even when the sun 
isn’t shining. There’s the Jaguar smart key sys¬ 
tem with keyless start and entry and heated 
and cooled front seats. 

And as you would expect there’s top of the 
range multi-media connectivity for all today’s 
high flying needs. 

What would worry me the most about own¬ 
ing this beast is how I would keep my driving 
licence intact. It’s close to impossible to stay 
within the speed limits, particularly once you 
have heard the growl of the five litre unit. 

Now where did I put that lottery ticket? 


THE GREAT thing about life as a 
motoring journalist is that every 
now and then you get the chance to 
drive something really special - and 
they don’t come much better than 
the new Jaguar XKR Convertible. 

Let’s not kid ourselves. Not many of us will 
ever get the chance to sit in one, let alone own 
one at a price tag of £84,550 - but we can all 
dream and keep checking the lottery numbers. 

The supercharged convertible is an effortless 
performer with the most exciting roar, when 
pushed, that you are ever likely to encounter. 

With 0-60mph in an amazing 4.6 seconds and 
a top speed of 155mph, coupled with superb 
suspension, this is probably up there near the 
top of the best cars I have driven where you get 
comfort and control at the same time. 

Staggering 

When you realise that XK will jump from 50- 
70mph in just 1.9 seconds you’ll start to realise 
what I mean when I say this is a staggering 
drive powered by a five litre engine. 

Standard active damping assesses road con¬ 
ditions and adjusts the electronically con¬ 
trolled suspension and delivers tourer comfort 
with impressive grip. 

There’s a price to pay for owning a car like this 
of course. Depreciation will be enormous,

SEAT has revised its range of performance 
Leon cars by replacing the Cupra model with 
a new FR+. 

One in four Leons sold last year was in FR trim, so this 
move aims to capitalise on that popularity. 

The range-topping Cupra R model is here to stay, though, 
with extra kit and a £10 price reduction for 61-plate models. 

The new performance Leon range starts with the FR, 
which will be available with either a 123bhp turbocharged 
1.4 petrol engine or a 138bhp diesel, the latter of which can 
be ordered with a twin-clutch paddle-operated DSG gear¬ 
box. 

These models are designed to appeal to buyers who might 
be limited by insurance or cost limitations. 

A step up is the new, more aggressive FR+ model, which 
houses either a 208bhp petrol powerplant or a 167bhp diesel 
one. 

Over and above FR spec it adds special 18-inch alloy 
wheels, Seat’s latest satnav system, bi-xenon headlights 
and front parking sensors.
